SCHOOL   AND)  SWIMMING, 


To  the  drowning  man  the  importance  of  know- 
ing how  to  swim  is  painfully  apparent.  It  is  also 
very  apparent  to  his  friends  and  relations,  and 
yet  how  many  there  are  who  do  not  know  how  to 
swim,  and  make  no  effort  to  learn.  Considered  in 
one  way  the  person  who  does  not  know  how  to 
swim,  and  does  not  try  to  learn,  is  committing  a 
crime.  He  is  laying  himself  open  to  the  chance 
of  virtually  committing  suicide  and  causing  great 
pain  to  his  relatives  by  his  own  foolhardiness. 

If  this  is  so  in  the  main,  how  much  more  is  it 
so  in  the  case  of  those  living  in  a  temperate 
climate,  on  the  shores  of  a  great  bay  and  with 
such  splendid  opportunities  for  learning  this,  great 
art?  It  is  the  positive  duty  of  every  individual 
who  is  not  hindered  by  some  physical  disability 
to  know  something  of  how  to  swim. 

And  in  thus  speaking  about  the  personal  re- 
sponsibility, I  should  like  to  say  a  few  words 
concerning  the  responsibility  of  the  community. 
Outside  of  its  use  in  making  one  self  reliant  upon 
the  water,  and  in  giving  confidence  to  our  friends, 
swimming  is  one  of  the  finest  exercises  ever  in- 
vented. It  calls  into  play  nearly  every  muscle 
in  the  body,  and  gives  the  lungs  such  increased 
work  to  do  that,  with  dieting,  it  is  recommended 
as  a  cure  for  consumption.  Now,  with  all  these 
advantages,  there  is  no  reason  why  the  Educa- 
tional Department  of  this  country  should  not 
make  it  compulsory  for  every  school  child  before 
the  age  of  twelve  to  know  how  to  swim  and  act 
in  the  water  in  all  emergencies. 

And  all  this  applies  especially  to  the  girls. 
They  are  going  to  have  a  gymnasium,  and  along 
with  this,  why  not  organize  a  swimming  club? 
Swimming  prepares  for  breathing  freely,  for 
breahing  deep  down  and  strong.  Deep  breathing 
is  absolutely  necessary  to  the  swimmer,  and  this 
is  what  the  girls  need.  How  is  it  possible  that 
anyone  can  think  freely,  speak  freely,  sing  freely, 


when  they  perform  one  of  the  fundamental  ac- 
tions of  the  body,  that  of  breathing,  by  halves? 

Now  let  me  quote  from  an  article  on  "The  Art 
of  Swimming,"  by  G.  H.  Corsan,  champion  swim- 
mer of  Canada,  which  appeared  in  a  recent  num- 
ber of  "Willshire's  Magazine":  "Many  young 
and  middle-aged  men  ask  me  every  day  why  it 
is  that  they  are  so  strong  in  every  way  except 
swimming?  They  say  that  they  know  very  well 
how  to  swim,  but  they  are  all  done  up  after  a  few 
yards.  Smoking  tobacco,  my  boys!  Tobacco 
stunts  and  paralyzes  the  nervous  force  that  directs 
the  breathing  muscles.  There  never  was  and 
never  will  be  a  tobacco  fiend  who  is  worth  a  five- 
cent  piece  at  fast  swimming,  running  fast,  foot- 
ball or  any  muscular  action  that  requires  great 
wind!" 

And  now  just  one  last  word  about  initiating 
things.  School  Boards  and  Boards  of  Trustees 
go  plodding  along,  and  after  a  while,  after  some 
private  individual  has  tried  and  accomplished 
something,  or  after  it  has  been  tried  somewhere 
else,  they  institute  the  same  thing,  and  then  won- 
der why  they  are  considered  slow.  Now,  just  for 
a  change,  and  just  to  show  they  have  some  power 
of  the  initiative  and  not  only  "follow-the-leader" 
capacity,  why  doesn't  the  Board  of  this  progres- 
sive town  of  Berkeley  get  in  and  either  make  the 
teaching  of  swimming  compulsory  or  else  start  an 
agitation  for  bulding  baths  for  the  use  of  the 
school  children.

Last  week  we  received  a  letter  from  one  of  the 
student  body  asking  some  questions  and  making 
several  statements  in  behalf  of  disappointed 
young  authors.  As  the  tone  of  the  letter  showed 
that  a  part  of  the  school  is  laboring  under  a 
mistake,  we  have  taken  the  liberty  to  answer  it 
in  these  columns. 

"The  writer  of  this  has  been  so  fortunate  as 
to  have  had  one  or  two  stories  printed,  and  sev- 
eral aspirants  for  literary  honors  have  asked 
how  it  is  done.  They  say  they  have  written 
stories,  sketches,  or  poems,  as  the  case  may  be, 
submitted  them  to  the  powers  that  be,  and 
waited.

In  the  first  place,  we  would  like  very  much  to 
see  some  of  these  much  bemoaned  MSS.  Let 
them  materialize  and  show  themselves.  Then  we 
will  be  convinced  of  our  error.

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By  the  recent  session  of  the  Ohio  Legislature, 
a  new  municipal  code  was  produced,  remarkable 
in  its  form.  In  all  towns  and  cities  of  over 
5,000  population,  the  mayor  is  stripped  of  nearly 
all  his  power.  He  may  appoint  the  members  of 
the  police  and  fire  board,  subject  to  two  thirds 
vote  of  all  the  elected  members  of  the  council; 
if  this  is  lacking,  the  governor  of  the  state  ap- 
points them.  The  important  board  of  public  ser- 
vice is  elected  by  popular  vote.  So  that,  unless 
the  [Mayor  is  supported  by  two-thirds  of  the 
council,  he  has  little  power,  while  the  governor 
will  take  a  hand  in  city  politics  all  over  the  state. 
As  yet  the  Ohioans  themselves  have  little  to  say 
regarding  it,  but  the  criticism  of  the  other  states 
is  very  severe.  This  new  code  violates  the  prin- 
ciples of  home  rule,  of  executive  responsibility, 
and  of  non-partisan  departmental  boards,  all  for 
the  sake  of  keeping  Republican  bosses  in  power. 
To  the  High  School,  this  is  interesting,  as  it 
bears  upon  the  debate  held  before  the  Associated 

Students  two  weeks  ago. 

******** 

Kink  Oscar  of  Sweden  and  Norway  has  ruled 
against  the  United  States  and  Great  Britain  in 
the  Samoan  trouble,  and  in  favor  of  Germany. 
It  comes  as  a  great  surprise  to  both  nations,  but 
the  United  States  will  take  her  medicine,  even 
though  it  is  slightly  bitter.  The  ruling  is  that  the 
landing  of  British  and  American  marines  at 
Apia  on  April  1,  1899,  was  unjustifiable,  and  there- 
fore the  two  governments  must  pay  the  complain- 
ants for  their  loss. 

******** 

The  Landsthing,  the  upper  house  of  the  Dan- 
ish Parliament,  has  rejected  the  treaty  trans- 
ferring the  Danish  West  Indies  to  the  United 
Statee.  Many  of  the  journals  throughout  the 
country  think  that  the  treaty  is  only  put  off  for 
a  time,  and  that  it  will  be  signed  later,  for  the 
popular  sentiment  in  Denmark  is  strongly  in 
favor  of  it.  The  greatest  loss  will  be  to  the  is- 
landers in  the  loss  of  prosperity  which  they  would 
have  gained  through  the  annexation  with  the 
United  States. 

******** 

The  Cuban  Congress  has  adjourned  without 
ratifying  or  even  discussing  the  treaty  with  this 
country.  The  treaty  of  reciprocity  is  not  looked 
on  with  favor  by  the  Cubans,  for  it  makes  a 


difference  between  Cuban  and  American  products, 
and  lowers  the  already  dwindling  tariff  revenues. 
Uneasiness  is  rapidly  growing  in  the  interior, 
and  unless  something  is  done  soon,  there  is  liable 
to  be  more  trouble  than  the  Cuban  government 
can  take  care  of.  It  would  be  better  for  the  Cu- 
bans to  accept  this  treaty,  one-sided  as  it  is,  than 
to  have  an  outbreak. 

Nearly  six  months  ago  the  old  Chinese  ex- 
clusion bill,  revised  to  cover  our  colonial  pos- 
sessions, was  re-enacted.  Now  comes  the  cry 
from  the  Philippines  for  Chinese  laborers.  It 
seems  that  the  native  Filipino  is  a  very  poor 
laborer,  and  it  is  asked  that  one  hundred  thous- 
and Chinese  coolies  be  allowed  to  enter  the  is- 
lands. There  is  a  probability  that  the  labor  unions 
in  the  United  States  will  protest,  but  the  Philip-  . 
pines  Commission  will  favor  it  and  a  representa- 
tive will  be  sent  to  show  the  Americans  the  need 
for  labor.  It  is  believed  that  the  request  will 
soon  be  granted. 

******** 

Among  the  science  news  of  the  fortnight,  is  the 
increased  use  of  electric  heating  and  cooking  ap- 
paratus. If  the  prices  of  the  current  for  heating 
and  cooking  should  be  reduced,  it  is  believed  that 
the  coal  stove  would  go  out  of  business,  for  elec- 
tricity is  so  much  neater,  quicker  and  handier 
for  heating  and  cooking.  A  congress  is  pro- 
posed to  regulate  space  telegraphy,  but  meets  with 
little  favor  in  the  electrical  world,  for  it  is  be- 
lieved that  its  motives  are  not  above  suspicion. 
However,  it  is  important,  as  it  shows  the  growth 
of  wireless  telegraphy. 

******** 

Strange  as  it  may  seem,  the  northern  part  of 
Mexico,  south  of  Arizona,  is  under  the  control 
of  the  Yaquis  Indians,  who  murder  and  torture 
every  white  man,  woman  and  child  they  can  lay 
their  hands  on.  The  Mexican  government  seems 
unable  to  cope  with  the  savages,  merely  warning 
white  people  to  keep  out  of  the  country.  In  the 
midst  of  the  advanced  civilization  of  today,  here 
is  a  wild,  savage  Indian  tribe  domineering  it 
over  a  civilized  white  nation.
